ASSOCIATION OF NEW ZEALAND INCORPORATED HELD IN TUE DRUIDS CLUB 
ROOMS TH FLOOR, DRUIDS CHAMBERS, WELLINGTON, ON WEDNESDAY 13TH 
MARCH 1974, COMMENCING AT 10.30 A.M. AND CARRYING THROUGH UNTIL 
FRIDAY 157! MARCH 197)

Mr Dickinson welcomed members of the Executive. He said there was 

a lot of business to transact and.a lot of things had happened since 
the Executive last met. Mr Dickinson said he had made the observat- 
ion to Mr Lorimer and the Secretary when he was talking to them 
prior to the meeting that there appeared to be a communications 
drought from branch members and.Officers of the Executive. Mr 
Dickinson said that he would have thought that there had been plenty 
of matters to discuss and that this would have prompted commnicat- 
ions to the Executive. Mr Dickinson wondered whether the Branch 
Presidents were really thinking or were having an easy time or 
worse still did not trust the Executive. 


On the motion of Mr Lorimer, seconded Mr Cloake it was resolved 
that the minutes of the meeting, held on the 11 and 12 December 
1973, as previously circulated, be taken as read and be confirmed 
as being a true and correct record of proceedings. 


Mr Penrose said that the idea of listing correspondence in the 
minutes seemed to be an excellent one, and that there had been a 
good reaction from several members regarding this.

Members of Executive gave the Chairman extra items which were 
placed on the Agenda. Mr Lorimer said that members should write 
in to the Secretary in good time so that the Agenda could be 
published in advance of the meeting and Executive therefore have 
time to consider the matters which were going to be considered at 
the actual meeting. Mr Dickinson said that members of the 
Executive should not hold back if they had no items at all to be 
placed on the agenda, All they needed to do was get a postcard 
and send it to the Secretary to this effect.

Association's financial year and through to September when the next 
grant from the HMA. was expected. From the cash flow, it was 
anticipated that sume financial assistance might be necessary in the 
months of Jme and July 197k. 


Accordingly, on the motion of Mr Penrose, seconded lir Haines, it was 
resolved that the Secretary be authorised to negotiate an overdraft 

the Association's Bankers if necessary, Apropos the cash flow, 
Mr Cloake made the point that the thought of the doubling of the 
subscriptions for the year commencing 1 May 197 might meet with 
resistance from presen’ monbers. Stemming also from the cash flow 
and the authorisation af the Secretary to obtain the overdraft, Mr 
Cloake asked about the liabilities of members of the Executive. The 
Secretary, pointed out that one of the advantages of the incorporation 
of a Society was that members of an Executive were protected against 
creditors, in that only the accumulated fund could be paid out to 
satisfy debts owing to creditors. This was confirmed by Mr Dickinson 
the President.

The Secretary reported that stocks of Stationery were getting low, 
ond in view of the cost factor asked for direction as to whether 
headed stationery and envelopes with the Bee slogan on were to be 
purchased, 


On the motion of Mr Haines seconded Mr de Wit, it was resolved that 
the Secretary be empowered to replenish stationery supplies. 


Mr Dickinson reported that the action envisaged at the December 
meeting had been carried out. He was, however, astounded to find 
that of the parties circulated, only two had replied, although the 
assistance of the Association had been offered to them in this 
matter. The Secretary confirmed what Mr Dickinson had said and 
reported that he had been in touch with on officer of the Department 
of Trade and Industry and to the General Secretary's embarrassment 
had explained the position to him. 


The Secretary reported that he was concerned about the uccounting

Mr Dickinson said that he had received a letter from Mr Haines, 
asking Mr Dickinson to see Federated Farmers about drought relief 
provisions. Mr Dickinson said that he hac seen Federated Farmers 
prior to the meeting, although he had not discussed this particular 
matter. Mr Dickinson referred back to the 1970 correspondence. Mr 
Haines reported that Mr Carr of the H.li.i. was being approached by 
members about drought relief, Apparently the areas affected were in 
the Waikato and Warkworth/Wellsford. Apparently there were pockets 
of country affected. Mr Dickinson said that there was also another 
letter from Government on the matter which he could not produce, in 
such short time, the text of which was that beekeepers could pick 
up their hives and take them from drought stricken areas into a 
more normal area. Mr Cloake said on ex-chairman of a drought relief 
committee had come to speak at a Canterbury branch meeting. 
Apparently the provisions were that first of all the rea had to be 
declared a drought area and then relief to farmers was only in 
respect of what was outside normal requirements. Apparently farmers 
received only a few dollars. Mr Cloake wondered whether applying 
for drought relief was worth it. It appeared from the discussion 
that took place that the crux of the matter was that if an area 

was declared a drought area beekeepers could apply for a guaranteed 
overdraft and this was the extent to which relief would be granted. 


No further action to be taken.

Mr Jack Watt, Mr Eric Smellie and Mr Alex Smith who was from the 
Economic section of the Department of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
Christchurch, Mr Dickinson welcomed the three members of the 
Department, and said that he hoped that fruitful discussions would 
ensue. Mr Alex Smith then presented his thoughts on a Cost of 
Production Survey. He said that there were three methods. One was 
a detailed survey with an average result. Second was the detailed 
survey with an e onomic analysis following, with a bigger sample 
and third was an accounts survey with taxation accounts from various 
beekeepers being collated. He handed to the President his notes on 
what he had told Exeoutive. He thought method one would cost about 
four thousand dollars and method two would cost in excess of this. 
It was agreed that executive would consi-er next what steps had to 
be taken. 


Mr Dickinson said that they would like to ask Mr Watt how the 
Department was going on this. Mr Smaellie said that there would be 
a meeting about April with representatives from the Executive. 


Mr Smaellie asked what brass machinery was used, It was pointed out 
that most honey pumps are brass. The Association wishes to mow 
what reaction brass has with honey if any. 


Mr Dickinson thanked Mr Smith, Mr Watt and Mr Smaellie for their 
attendance. At this stage the Departmental Officers left. 


It was noted that this is being carried forward and pursued with 
members of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. Mr Penrose 
to keep executive informed on progress. 


On the motion of Mr Penrose, seconded Mr Cloake, it was resolved 
that the Secretary write to the Department of Agriculture and 
Fisheries asking that three members of the Executive plus Mr K. 
Ekroyd (representing the manufacturers) plus a representative from 
Arataki Apiaries Ltc., (representing the Comb Honey producers) be 
the N.B.Ae nominees to any meetings held by the Department of 
Agriculture and Fisheries on Metrication of Beekeeping equipment. 


On the motion of Mr de'Wit seconded Mr Cloake it was resolved that 
the National President, the Vice-President and Mr Lorimer be the 
members of the Executive. This was in line with Hr Dickinson's 
thinking that it hould be the President plus o e member from the 
North Island and one member from the South Island.

The Secretary repcrted that he had had a request from Mr Walley of 
South Western Districts regarding extra copies of minutes to members.

In regard to the printer on the motion of Mr Dickinson seconded 

lir Penrose it was resolved that the Editor provide a report on 
changing the Journal from four to six issues each year, and this 
report be ready for conference. 


Mr Lorimer said he was a little concerned at the tone of the Editor's 
comments in the November Journal, where the Editor, in his Editorial 
had highlighted areas of disagreement. Mr Lorimer thought it might 
be more important to mention areas of agreement. Mr Penrose said he 
would agree with Mr Lorimer; on the other hand against this Mr 
Stanton was trying to mirror the frustrations of Executive at the 
time.

44 gallon 
drums were not desirable containers—beeause they were difficult to 
extract samples from. He said recently his apiary inspector had 
put in a recommendation that his honey be down-graded, in spite of 
the fact that all of it had gone through a thin 60 mesh strainer. 
Mr Cloake suggested that three things could happens 


1. The gradings could be looked at; 
2. The H,M.A. accept the gradings as is; 
3. That a lot more heat might have to be applied. 


On the motion of Mr Cloake, seconded Mr de Wit, it was resolved that 
the Association ask the H.M.A. to investigate methods of straining 
honey in large quantities. 


‘propos of this Mr Cloake thought the E.M.A. should contact the 
D.S.I.R. and perhaps pay for any research in this connection. Mr 
Cloake said the H.M.A, did the grading, they paid for the grading, 
and therefore they should təll people exactly how the straining of 
honey should be carried out. Mr Dickinson said he would like to 
know what the instructions re garding were. Mr Dickinson suggested 
that this was another natter that lie on the table, and be taken up 
with Mr Watt and Ii Smvllie. 


Mr Penrose said that he was against this; that the Department had 
two perfectly good instructors. 


Mr Dickinson moved anà Mr Lorimer seconded an amendment; the word

m the motion of Mr Dickinson, seconded Mr Penrose, it was resolved 
that the Library Comittee have the power to co-opt a third nember.

(2) RE POSSIBLE ADMINISTRATIVE LINK_WITH FEDERATED FARMERS 


Mr Stuckey reported that he had had discussions with the 
Auckland Provincial staff and it was apparent that such an 
arrangement was not practical, The beekeeping producers were 
not sufficiently numerous to warrant setting up a separate 
commodity section. Mr Stuckey suggested that the Executive 
Committee take no further action in the matter and this course 
was adopted. 


(3) AGRICULTURAL CHEMICALS BOARD 


The General Secretary reported that Mr Fraser's appointment 
had been gazetted and that he had attended the meeting of the 
Board held the previous week. 


The Executive Committee noted that Mr Fraser's present 
appointment was for the balance of a term due to expire on 
March 31st 1975. 


Resolved 


"That it be recommended to the Minister of Agriculture that 
Mr J. Fraser be reappointed as the Association's representative 
when his term expires on March 31st 1975." 


(4) CADET TRAINING SCHEME 


The Executive Committee discussed the scheme as it applied to 
beekeeping and noted that the principal problem was in 
interesting beekeepers to accept cadets. Normally cadets 
would spend a year with each beekeeper. It was also recorded 
that it was not necessary for the same beekeepers to have first 
year cadets each time - steps could be taken administratively 
to ensure that second and third year cadets were available. 


IN ATTENDANCE - Mr_H.E.P. Downes, Chairman of the Education 
and Rural Services Committee of Federated Farmers. 


The President in extending a welcome to Mr Downes said the 
Association was keen to promote interest in the cadet scheme 
but pointed out that with only about 44 beekeepers with more 
than 1000 hives the opportunities were somewhat limited. 
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Mr Downes in expressing appreciation of the invitation to be present 
pointed out that some quite small groups were successfully involved 
with trade training - much of the labour in the future would be dram 
from the cities and it was essential to provide these people with 
proper training. It was desirable that beekeepers be talked into 
taking at least some cadets. 


The question of making greater use of short courses and an enlarged 
seminar were also discussed. The terms and conditions under which 
cadets were employed was also raised and it was agreed that Beekeepers 
should be encouraged to offer to their Provincial Federated Farmer 
Cadet Schemes positions for cadets. 


It was duly resolved 


(1) "To record to Mr Downes the Executive Committee's appreciation 
of his attendance." 


(2) "To continue to liaise with the Education and Rural Services

(5) RESTRICTED BEEKEEPING AREA ~ COROMANDEL

monitoring procedure applied. 


The Executive Committee also discussed at some length the 
operations of the Advisory Committee and the lack of reports 
from the Association's three representatives.

Mr P. Berry also tabled and made available copies of corres- 
pondence he had had with the Ministry on the Coromandel 
restriction. 


It was noted that an arrangement had been made for a deputation 
to wait upon the Mr Barclay at 3.30 p.m.

"That the deputation comprise the President, Vice President 
and the General Secretary." 


Upon returning the President reported fully on the discussion 
held with Mr Barclay and advised that the deputation was 
concerned to learn that no Health Department Officer was 
present or available to the Advisory Committee nor was there 
any record of the Advisory Committee meetings readily available. 
Mr Barclay had undertaken to give careful study to the 
Executive's recommendations. 


The next day Mr Fraser, Head Office Health Department attended 
the meeting and fully explained the whole problem of tutu toxins 
in comb and extracted honey. Mr Fraser also detailed the 
discussions his Department had had with D.S.I.k. and the 
difficulties associated with the testing procedures available. 
It was emphasised that very small quantities of toxin could 
have quite serious effects on people eating honey containing 
such toxin. 


It was agreed by Mr Fraser that more research study and 
information would be helpful in deciding upon a policy 
approach to the whole question. 
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Following this discussion it wes resolved 


(1) "That the draft letter to Mr Barclay again requesting review 
and reappraisal of the need to include extractec honey in the 
prohibition be endorsed on the basis that such honey be held 
and submitted for analysis prior to sale."

At this stage Messrs E.W. Lee and D. Hayman, Ministry of 
Agriculture attended the meeting for the purpose of discussing 
the draft regulations. 


In welcoming Messrs Lee and Hayman the President noted that due 
to pressure of duties Mr Lee was retiring from the Authority in 
favour of Mr Hayman and asked Mr Lee to accept the Association's 
good wishes for the assistance he had given during his term. 


The meeting then proceeded to discuss the Draft Regulations; 
the following points were agreed 


(1) Re Comb Honey - Provision would be made whereby comb honey 
producers would be able to apply for Hive Levy exemption. 


(2) Re Priorities Claims on the Levy Account - The point that 
the Association should receive its budgeted requirements 


whether or not the fund was in temporary deficit was accepted: 
The Executive Committee agreed that should there be 
insufficient funds in the account to meet such a payment 

then the Authority could make an advance on normal bank 
lending terms, pending recovery from increased hive levy 
revenue. 


The urgency in settling the draft was noted and it was left 
to Messrs Hayman and Beard to confer and agree upon the 
machinery of the alterations agreed upon and for copies of 
the revised draft to be sent to members of the Authority 
by the Ministry.
